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The Archdeacon’s Letter 


Dear Friends in the Diocese of California and Elsewhere: 


What a season this has been: Special Convention, Pil- 
erimages, Divinity School Commencements, Synods and 
Convoeations and visits of the Presiding Bishop! Jump, 
jump from one thing to another! There ought to be quite 
a let down with nothing to do but catch up on the things 
put off till tomorrow. And now the Conferences are at 
hand, my particular interests are the National Tubereu- 
losis in Los Angeles and the Diocesan Summer School at 
Asilomar and the Missionary Education Movement Con- 
ference also at Asilomar and the First Pacifie Coast Rural 
Workers Summer School at Berkeley. 


Incidentally my family is moving from the : Hillegass 
Ave. house to 2731 Regent Street in Berkeley. However, 
what with the conferences and spending six weeks or so 
at Saratoga it will be some time before we are settled in 
the new location. 


Which is the best choir in the Diocese? I have heard 
most of them and I don’t know. Some clergy think their 
choirs are standard-setters for the Diocese but I doubt it, 
there are too many under capable leadership and doing 
vood work. I have just visited St. Augustine’s, Oakland, 
and there is a good choir, a credit to any Parish. 


For a long time I have been talking about a new Vicar- 
age at Paso Robles, and I had thought to write a letter 
to the elergy, which letter would embody some such ideas 
as the following: Early in my ministry | heard the late 
Rev. James S. MeGowan plead for funds for a Vicarage 
at Monterey and I remember I helped by giving him Five 
Dollars.

If you live im a 
hut send One Dollar or less; if in a cabin send Two 
Dollars, if in a cottage send Three Dollars and if a house 
send Five, but if you live in a residence or deanery send 
Ten, and if you live in a mansion send Fifty or a Hun- 
dred, and if you live in a palace or castle send Five Hun- 
dred Dollars. The number of baths would be an indication 
of your class. 


I wish I could impress upon you, Gentle Reader, that 
| am mighty serious about this Vicarage business. It would 
be fine if we could have it ready for dedication at the 
time of the Annual ‘‘Pioneer Day’’ at Paso Robles. The 
late Rev. Charles L. Thackeray initiated and promoted 
‘‘Pioneer Day’’ and it is being carried on in his memory 
by those who knew and loved him. I should like to think 
of the new Vicarage as the Diocese’s expression of our 
love for him.

Episcopal City Mission Society

The Society held its annual meeting on Monday, May 9th.., 
at the Diocesan House and the same officers who have served 
during the past few years will continue in office for another 
year. The Bishop of the Diocese, Honorary President; the 
Rev. Henry P. Veazie, President; the Rev. Frederick K. 
Howard, Chaplain; Miss Alice G. Phillips, Secretary-Treas- 
urer, and Miss Eleanor M. Davenport, Corresponding See- 
retary. 


As many know, the Society was founded by Bishop Noel 
Porter, then Archdeacon of the Diocese, to supplement the 
parochial activities of the Church by maintaining services in 
Public Institutions, providing regular visitors to Hospitals 
and Homes and developing a bureau for Parochial coopera- 
tion and follow-up work. Also, to aid the Social Service De- 
partment of the Diocese. These things the Society has en- 
deavored to do, though poorly, and its main work is centered 
at the Laguna Honda Home, where some 300 of our Church 
people live. Recently, we have been fortunate to secure the 
services of Deaconess Drake, who along with four or five 


volunteer workers, is doing a splendid piece of Christian 
Social Service. 


The Society is greatly limited in its work by a lack of 
funds and it is all we seem able to do to raise $25 or $30 at 
Christmas time in order to give our elderly Church people 
out there at Laguna Honda a small Christmas party. Cer- 
tainly, something is amiss! Either the people of the Diocese 
do not know of the existence of the City Mission Society or 


they are indifferent to this character of work, which I do not 
believe. 


With this in mind, we are having a service in the interests 
of the Society at Grace Cathedral on Trinity Sunday, June 
12th, at 4 o’clock, at which the Rev. Sumner Walters of 
Christ Church, Alameda, is to be the preacher. Members of 
Parishes and their friends are most cordially invited to be 
present.

To the Lady With the Lamp 


To the memory of Florence Nightingale, the Annual Ser- 
vice was held on May 15 at four o’clock. Three hundred 
nurses attended, representing nearly all the schools in the 
city, together with the Grey Ladies and the Red Cross. 
Hymns and a psalm that the founder of nursing had loved 
were used and all the impressive group of uniformed nurses 
joined heartily in the singing. The address was given by 
Dr. Donald Brookman, rector of Trinity Parish, San Fran- 
ciseo. It was a serious charge to the nurses and was effec- 
tively delivered. The Cathedral choir sang as an offertory 
‘‘Hark, Hark My Soul’’, by Shelley, with solos by Donald 
Ainsworth and Walter Dahlin. With each year this service 
shows signs of growing interest. 


Grace Cathedral Carillon 


Celestial music will peal forth from the Tower of the Sun, 
the magnificent spire on Treasure Island, during the 1939 
Golden Gate International Exposition. > 

This ‘‘ music of the skies’’ will originate in a great Carillon 
—the gift of Dr. Nathaniel Coulson of San Francisco—to be 
installed in the 400-foot spire. At the conclusion of the 


West’s World Fair the Carillon will be moved to a perma- 
nent home in Grace Cathedral here. 


The Carillon of forty-four bells is to be manufactured by 
Gillett & Johnston of Croyden, England, a firm which has 
fabricated Carillons for more than a hundred years. Con- 
tract for installation of the Carillon in the Tower of the Sun 
was signed Friday by W. P. Day, Exposition vice-president 
and Director of Works. 

‘‘The largest bell of the Carillon to be installed in the 
Tower of the Sun,’’ said Cyril Johnston, Managing Director 
of Gillett & Johnston, ‘‘will be the Bourdon. It alone 
weighs six tons. The note of this great bell is low G. On this 
bell is to be inseribed Dr. Nathaniel T. Coulson, Born Pen- 
zance, Cornwall, England, 1853. University of California 
Graduate of the Class of 1885. 


‘*The remainder of the Carillon will consist of three and 
a half chromatic octaves, rising from low C, which weighs 
two and a half tons. The total weight of the bells will be 
twenty tons and with their frame and equipment the aggre- 
gate weight will be about thirty-four tons.”’ 


Johnston came to San Francisco from England to com- 
plete arrangements with the Exposition. 


The Carillon, costing approximately $50,000, will be on 
Treasure Island for installation toward the end of 1938. 
Installation will be made under the direction of a foreman 
sent here from England, according to Johnston. 


The largest bell of the Carillon, the Bourdon, will be at 
the 210-foot level of the Tower of the Sun. The lower tier 
of the other bells will be at the 240-foot level. Not only will 
the Bourdon be used in conjunction with the other bells, but 
it will be hung for swinging also. When atmospheric condi- 
tions are favorable, the peals of the Bourdon may be heard 
for a distance of five miles, it was declared by Johnston. 


‘‘The bells themselves,’’ said Johnston, ‘‘will be tuned 
on our firm’s improved Five Tone Harmonie Principle, each 
bell being true with itself as well as with all the other bells. 
This system, re-discovered and improved in England in 
recent years, was practised by the best Dutch Bellfounders 


300 years ago and was a lost art for more than two cen- 
turies.’”’ 


The Tower of the Sun on Treasure Island, as well as the 


Grace Cathedral Tower, are ideal sites for a Carillon, aceord- 
ing to Johnston. 


‘*The magnificent Tower of the Sun,’’ he explained, ‘‘ pro- 
vides ample space for satisfactory arrangement of the bells. 
The height will tend to improve the music of the Carillon, 
while the proximity of San Francisco Bay is a further advan- 
tage, for sound is earried further and is mellowed in the 
vicinity of water.’’ 

Johnston stated the Carillon will be operated electrically 
by remote control in either of two ways—by an ivory key- 
board, manipulated by a carillonneur, or by a mechanism 
which operates somewhat similarly to player-piano appara- 


tus. This apparatus may be set in motion by a clock at any 
interval required. 


The Exposition hopes to bring famed carillonneurs, such 
as Kamiel Lefevere, here for Carillon concerts during the 
Fair. Lefevere, carillonneur at Riverside Church, New 
York, is perhaps the outstanding pupil of M. Jef Denyne, 
famed Belgian Carillon mentor. 


What about the man, Dr. Coulson, who made this splendid 
Exposition feature possible? Now 84 years old, Dr. Coulson, 
a retired dentist, not only donated the money for the Caril- 
lon, but for one of the Towers of Grace Cathedral as well. 
So that he might finance these undertakings close to his heart, 
Dr. Coulson limited his personal budget to one dollar per 
day. It was at his suggestion that the Carillon be installed in 
the Tower of the Sun, for the benefit of Exposition visitors, 
before taking up its permanent location at Grace Cathedral 
atop Nob Hill. 


Dr. Coulson came to the United States from England in 
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1875, and ten years later graduated from the University of 
California. 

‘*San Francisco has been good to me,’’ Dr. Coulson said. 
**T have no relatives, no family ties. It was my wish to use 
my fortune for the benefit of the city, and I am happy to 
land, was first set up in Neweastle-on-Thyne and subse- 
the World’s Fair.’ 

Lostwithiel, the little Cornish town where Dr. Coulson 
spent his boyhood, has also been the recipient of his benefac- 
tions, it was revealed by the Managing Director of Gillett 
& Johnston. 

‘*Dr. Coulson,’’ said Johnston, ‘‘was responsible for recast- 
ing the bells at Lostwithiel. There is a Coulson Park in the 
village, and in 1935 he added a fine rustic building to cele- 
brate the Silver Jubilee of King George the Fifth and Queen 
Mary.’’ 

Johnston said he believed the Carillon on Treasure Island 
a be one of the major attractions of the West’s World 

air. 

‘*As I recall it,’’ he said, ‘‘a Carillon was used at exposi- 
tions on two or three previous occasions. One, which was 
constructed for a War Memorial in Ontario, Canada, was 
played regularly at the British Empire Exhibition at Wemb- 
ley, and the Wellington War Memorial Carillon, New Zea- 
lend the Exposition the Carillon for Treasure Island for 
quently in Hyde Park, London. More than 200,000 people 
formed the week-end audiences on some occasions for these 
Carillon concerts.’’

Would you like to have your church, guild hall and Sun- 
day school rooms crowded with lively and happy children 
during the summer?

Well could we adopt this as our theme song. For in the 
Church we are doing what the world calls impossible: 
Building the Kingdom of God. And except we become as 
little children, we may not enter therein. 


You may ask the following questions: 
How did we start our school? We started with the Sun-

day School. The first year eighteen children volunteered to 
come. At the end of the second week we had eighty-five en- 
rolled. The following years we made an extensive campaign 
of advertising. Result for the past six years: an average 
enrollment of one hundred four children and twenty teach- 
ers. The spiritual result is inestimable. 


Did the children like it? One example: One of the boys 
sat down on the Church steps on Friday after school and 
said: ‘‘I will not go home. I want to be first on Monday 
morning. And if my mother cares for me she has to bring 
my meals here.’’ 


Where did we get our teachers? Some of the S. S. teach- 
ers helped. The rest of them were parents of the children, 
who offered their help gladly and willingly. You will find 
that the old motto still rings true: ‘‘If you take the child 
by the hand, you will take the parents by the heart.’’ 


How did we finance the school? By daily offering and 
sale of articles. It is an excellent opportunity to teach stew- 
ardship and also sharing. No one was compelled to bring 
money. Those who could afford brought offering also for 
those who had no money. In the school every child made 
two of each project: one for himself, the other for the 
Church. On the last day of the school parents and friends 
were invited to the service and to see the exhibition. After 
the children took their things the remaining articles were 
sold. Thus the expenses were fully met every year. 


Service to the community through the Church was of a 
great value. We had all denominations present, both among 
the children and teachers. And in return we had an in- 
creased Sunday School, and a greater respect from our 
community.

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Book Notes 


By the faculty of the Church Divinity School of the Pacific. 
Edited by the Rev. Randolph Crump Miller, Ph.D. 


One of the most important books for our understanding 
of the present world situation is Canon F. R. Barry’s ‘‘ What 
Has Christianity to Say?’’ (Harper and Bros., $2.00). He 
sees the present chaos and confusion as the inevitable result 
of the denial of the God and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
Men cannot trust each other unless they have a common trust 
in God. The crux of our problem is, therefore, concerned 
with the Christian concept of God and Man. 


Before anyone can hope to understand the Bible mes- 
sage, he must have some understanding of how and why it 
was written. In ‘THE STUDY OF THE BIBLE”’ (Univ. 
Chicago Press, $2.00), Ernest C. Colwell presents what 
might be called an ‘‘Introduction to Bible Introduction’’. 
He is writing for the average Christian who knows little of 
compheated scholarship. Both clergy and laity will find 
this book invaluable. 


If you are interested in a more technical introduction 
to the New Testament, the great Professor Goodspeed has 
written a book for all intelligent Christians. Throughout 
this volume ‘‘ Introduction to the New Testament’’ (Univ. 
Chicago Press, $2.50), we find not only the regular state- 
ments, but also the important contributiens which Professor 
(,oodspeed has made, especially his theory of the books which 
were written by Paul or without knowledge of Paul, and 
those written after the collection and publication of Paul’s 
letters. It is a fascinating volume. 


Among recent devotional literature, J. Wilson Sutton’s 
‘Our Life of Prayer’’ (Morehouse-Gorham, $1.25) will 
appeal to many. The author shows how prayer has a 
technique which must be learned, and he makes pertinent 
suggestions which will be particularly helpful to conserva- 
tives. There is also Wilford O. Cross’ book, ‘‘The Cruci- 
fix’’ (Morehouse-Gorham, $1.25), which shows how the 
crucifix may be a central aspect of worship. He believes 
that much of the sentimentality of Protestantism is due to 
the absence of this symbol. In the end, salvation comes 
through the sacramental life of the ‘‘Mystical Body of 
Christ, the Catholic Chureh’’. For the Catholic branch of 
the Protestant Episcopal church, this book will prove most 
suggestive. 


Bishop Schereschewsky was one of the outstanding mis- 
sionaries of our denomination. His life story is romantic, 
adventurous, and courageous. Professor James Muller of 
the Episcopal Theological School, after much research, has 
succeeded in gathering together the material for this 
story, and he tells it admirably. In ‘‘Apostle of China’ 
(Morehouse, $2.50) one can read of how Bishop Schere- 
schewsky was born of Jewish parents in Russian Lithuania 
and finally became our bishop to China. He is the founder 
of the great St. John’s University in Shanghai and trans- 
lated the Bible into several Chinese languages. No one can 
afford to miss this book. 


Reinhold Niebuhr is one of the most striking figures in 
American theology. Being neither a systematic philosopher 
or theologian, this collection of sermons is most likely to 
reveal the amazing fertility and originality of his prophetic 
mind. In ‘‘Beyond Tragedy’’ (Seribner’s, $2.00), ‘the un- 
failing realism of Mr. Niebuhr leads just as unfailingly to a 
pessimistic appraisal of man’s own possibilities, but sees 
through to an ultimate optimism by strength of his singular, 
prophetic faith in the truth of the Hebraic-Christian revel- 
ation’. 

Both clergy and laymen will be interested in William 
Adams Brown’s ‘‘The Minister: His World and His Work’’ 
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(Cokesbury, $2.00). It not only tells of the minister’s task, 
but also deals with material intended for the layman. The 
book offers a constructive help in presenting the distinctive 
aspects of Christianity in a scientific and humanistic world. 


By a philosopher, about philosophy, and for the type of 
philosopher that every normally intelligent person may be, 
is Irwin Edman’s ‘‘Four Ways of Philosophy’’ (Holt, 
$2.00). The four types presented are: logical faith, social 
criticism, mystical insight, and nature understood. In a 
beautiful and readable style, Mr. Edman presents these 
‘‘ways’’ as those which are reeurrent in all cultures. It is 
highly recommended.

Urges Spread of Birth Control 
Facts 


The Very Rev. Arthur B. Kinsolving, 
Dean of the Cathedral at Garden City, Long 
Island, and former Chaplain at West Point, 
speaking at a dinner sponsored by the Citi- 
zens’ Committee for Planned Parenthood, 
urged the dissemination of birth control in- 
formation among the poor and underprivi- 
leged as a moral duty implicit in Christi- 
anity. He made clear his own viewpoint, 
adding: “The marriage act deliberately per- 
formed without intent of procreating is 
moral. It is the essential right of the indi- 
vidual to be properly born, and that is moral. 
To have children born under the most nor- 
mal conditions is a moral obligation that is 
ineseapable.”
